An outstanding result) in the 
United States Congressional elections 
on Tuesday, which resulted in a 
sweeping victory for the Democrats.

Mr. Ribicoff.. a Democrat. was 
elected in 1954 with the scant margin

Another remarkable result was the 
victory of Mr, Arthur Levitt. of 
Brooklyn, who was _ re-elected Con- 
troller of New York State. This was 
the only Democrat success in New 
York State, where the Republicans

Attorney-General. 

In New York City all the eight

22 representatives were re-elected.

Although life in Lebanon has 
returned to normal after the recent 
disturbances, and all the shops have 
reopened, the economic situation has 
worsened for Jewish business men. 
The fear persists that there is still the 
possibility, particularly with the 
departure of the American forces, that 
Lebanon will fall into Colonel 
Nasser’s hands. 

The community's anxiety has been 
deepened on account of the arrests of 
several Jews by the rebels during the 
disturbances.

MURDER ATTEMPT FAILS

ALGIERS 

Jewish shopkeeper saved _ his 
life and that of his father by prompt 
action last Friday terrorists 
threw a hand-grenade into the shop. 

The shopkeeper, Mr. Salomon 
Zerbib, a clothier, saw the grenade 
rolling on the floor in front of his 
desk. He seized some bales of cloth 
and flung them on the grenade. 


The authorities acted promptly to 
put down the disorders and arrested 
560 persons, 240 of whom. were 
deported over: the border into. the 
Yemen. 

The attacks occurred at the end of 
the first curfew——in the Crater area of 
Aden, which contains the Jewish 
quarter, during the absence -.of 
Government patrols, and lasted some 
three-quarters of an hour. They were 
carried out by small groups of Yemeni 


Arabs who emerged from hiding in 


the lanes and alleyways to make the 
attacks, quickly disappearing as soon 
as the patrols came on the spot. 
Burning rags and boxes were placed 
against the wooden doors of Jewish 
houses. The residents were-able to 
quench the flames. with buckets of 
water thrown from upper storeys. 


Government Assurance 


Notwithstanding a Government 
spokesman’s assurance that all sec- 
tions of the “population, the Jewish 
community included, may rest assured 
that the authorities will not tolerate 
any attempt to disrupt the life of the 
Colony, and that adequate forces are 
available to maintain law and order, 
the mood of the local Jewish com- 
munity is considerable 
disquiet. 

They recall the 1947 riots in the 
Colony when 82 Jews were killed and 
property valued at £900,000 
destroved, Those disorders resulted 
in the emigration of large numbers of 
‘Aden Jews, reducing the community 
to just over 800 persons. mi 

While it is true that the present 
disorders were not 
against the Jewish community, the 
fact remains that Jewish property 
appeared to be the immediate target 
of the mob. Those rioters seen by 
your correspondent appeared to be 
mainly teen-aged hooligans bent on 
destruction. 

There is considerable disquiet here 
at the fact that no police patrols were 
seen in the Saila Road area from the 
end of the curfew on Saturday until 
the arrival in force of armed police 
and fire-engines—an_ interval of

Misunderstandings Removed 


“In this happy development you, 
Mr. Ambassador, have played a most 
valuable part, always calm, and 
always constructive. We were 
especially glad to receive Mrs. Meir 
recently in London. was unfor- 
tunately away while she was here. But 
a number of my colleagues, and the 
Foreign Secretary in. particular, had 
the opportunity for useful discussions 
with her. As a result, I know, a good 
many misunderstandings have been 
removed and a great deal of suspicion 
and doubt cleared away. This is all 
to the good. | 

“We wish Israel well, and I trust 
our relations will remain strong and 
good on a basis of mutual understand- 
ing, trust, and co-operation. It will 
take time and patience for the Middle 
East to settle down. Meanwhile, time 
is a great healer. Israel will have an 
important part to play in this process. 

“We are watching with sympathy 
and interest the developing relations 
between Israel and many of the 
countries of Africa and Asia. I think 
this trend will have an important bear- 
ing on development in the Middle 
East itself. I am sure that both our 
countries will work wholeheartedly 
with the United Nations for the 
peaceful settlement of disputes. We 
shall both continue to offer the world 
much in the field of technical advance- 
ment, but if what is built up is not 
to be periodically torn down by out- 
bursts of violence, high standards of 
international behaviour must be 
observed by all countries.

SERMON OF THE WEEK 


AN AGELESS CREED > 


And Abraham came to mourn for 
Sarah and to weep for her. 


MEDIEVAL Jewish homilist 

expresses surprise at the 

order of the words used to 
show the manner in which the 
Patriarch evinced emotion at the 
news of his wife’s death. Normally, 
the immediate reaction of a 
bereaved person is to weep. Only 
when the full paroxysm of grief has 
somewhat subsided and the mind 
has grown calmer, is it usual 
to “mourn for” or to conduct a 
over the deceased. Yet 
Scripture relates that Abraham 
mourned before weeping for his 
loss. 

The explanation for this unusual 
behaviour appears to lie in the two- 
fold character of Sarah’s life. On 
the chronological plane she had 
been allowed a long span. She had 
lived to be one hundred and twenty- 


seven. Accordingly, when Abraham- 


came to arrange for his wife's 
burial his tears—the outward mani- 
festation of his grief—were a 
secondary — consideration. He 
mourned previously, however, for 
the loss of the wonderful influence 
which Sarah had exerted in her 
home. 


RABBINIC tradition records how, 

as long as Sarah lived, a lamp 
burned from the eve of the 
Sabbath until the eve of the follow- 
ing Sabbath, the dough was blessed, 
and a Divine cloud overhung the 
tent. True to her vocation as a 
mother in Israel to rear her child 
in the good and righteous way, she 
had removed the destructive force 


of heathenism Isaac’s life 


when she banished the idolatrous 
Ishmael. Her work in the realm 
of spiritual activity had thus exalted 
her to rank as one whose worth 
was far above rubies... Her passing 
left a void in the heart of the 
Patriarch. However, the righteous 
are never forsaken. 
fortuitous set of circumstances the 
virtuous Rebekah came to be the 
wife of Isaac. She was brought 
into Sarah’s tent. By her coming

Figuratively, we 
can bring Rebekah into the dent 
of Sarah, wherever and whenever 
that tent may be pitched. We can 
see the Jewish mother exert her 
influence fully in the modern home 
asthe natural heir to the sublime 
spiritual treasure of her matriarchal 
forebears. 

Undoubtedly the first essential in 
this connection is to create and to 
Strengthen a true love for those 
religious values which count most 
in the Jewish home. The kindling 
of the Sabbath lights should be 
taught not merely as a rite to usher 
in the day of rest but as the 
symbolism of ma 
domestic peace and harmony, which 
set the tone of conduct throughout 
the wéek. Inseparable from. this 
conception is the importance of 
strict kashrut observance, so that 


the Divine blessing may rest upon 


all who gather round “the altar of 
God.” And when through precept 
and example the children of the 
family are encouraged to steer clear 
in the wider world from all contacts 
inimical to the Jewish way of life. 
the home will have become a place 
filled with a Divine peace and a 
Divine warmth.

Forty Years On 


\ THEN I heard the Prime Minister 

and other political leaders 
(including Lady Megan Lloyd George, 
M.P.) pay tribute to the Israeli 
Ambassador at Grosvenor House on 
Wednesday, I was reminded of an 
historic scene in London, just forty 
years ago, which is vividly described in 
Chaim Weizmann’s§ autobiography. 
The Zionist leader had arranged in 
advance a luncheon appointment with 
the then Prime Minister, Mr. Lloyd 
George, at 10 Downing Street, on 
November 11, 1918, to report on the 
work of the Zionist Commission in 
Palestine. Although it was Armistice 
Day, Lloyd George insisted on keep- 
ing his engagement with Weizmann, 
and they lunched together alone and 
discussed Zionist affairs on that his- 
toric occasion. “I found the Prime 
Minister.” writes Weizmann, “ read- 
ing the Psalms ; he was moved to the 


depths of his soul, and was, indeed, | 


near to tears.” 


“Monty's Mis-Hit 


S a cricketing enthusiast I made 

special note of Earl Attlee’s review 
on Sunday in the OBSERVER of Field 
Marshal Lord Montgomery’s memoirs, 
which have just been published. On 
occasions, wrote Lord Attlee, Mont- 
gomery’s judgments seemed 
than good. He told me, for instance, 
that if there was a flare-up in the 
Middle East the Arabs would ‘hit 
the Jews for six.

Mixed Intelligence 


(ROSS-CURRENTS rippled across the 

ether a few days ago on the ITV 
television programme “ Double Your 
Money.” Doncaster schoolgirl 
elected to answer questions on “The 
Old Testament.” As that was such an 
important subject, Mr. Hughie Green, 
the quiz-master, said, he would “ keep 
his fingers crossed for her.” The subtle . 
significance of this remark was forth- 
coming later, when Mr. Green, put- 
ting his third Old Testament question, 
asked the contestant: “Who denied 
Jesus thrice?” The cream of the 
jest, so to speak, came with Mr. 
Green’s last question, one of his own, 
on the Old Testament. After. the 
failure of the schoolgirl to answer a 
question on Belshazzar and to name 
the four words “ written on the wall,” 
he asked her if she knew the meaning 
of Mene, Mene, Tekel, Upharsin. 
Since the precise meaning of these 


words has baffled Bible scholars for 


many centuries, a young schoolgirl, ‘I 
think, could be forgiven for being 
equally ‘ignorant, though, it is, of 
course, true that in Daniel v, 25-28, 
where these words appear, an inter- 
pretation of their meaning is given. 


What Christians Miss 


S Jews we are perhaps too prone 

to think—for very good reasons, 
no doubt—of the effects other 
people’s customs are liable to have 
on us, but we rarely think of the 
absorption of our own customs by 
our neighbours. It is a sociological 
study of some _ interest, with 
“symptoms much more apparent in 
the U.S.A. than here. But a young 
friend of mine, who has been reading 
a new “thriller” for young people, 
“The Mystery of the Blue Tomatoes, 
by Jennie Hawthorne (Harrap, 8s. 6d.), 
has drawn my attention to an item 
in it, which helps to throw new light 
on the dietary influence we must be 
having. The book deals with a Chris- 
tian family living in a new “dor- 
mitory”” town, “ Barfield,” on Lon- 
don’s periphery, and Mrs. Cole, the 
mother, at one point reminisces 
nostalgically to herself on her former 
life in East London. 

** Mrs. Cole sighed again as she thought of 
the food she could buy in Bethnal Green: 
Dutch herrings from great smelly barrels. and 
saveloys and hot salt beef and cucumbers, 
pickled but not too sour; beigels, those lovely 
crispy rolls shaped like a doughnut ring with 
a hole in the middie, but tasting far more 
delicious ; and matzos, big packets of them: 
they looked like sheets of white paper which 
had been lightly browned in the oven and then 
pricked up and down in straight lines. Matzos 
crunched and flaked off so easily in your hands, 
but how good they tasted with thick white 
Dutch butter! And bread—oh, not that 
horrible wrapped stuff you bought in the 
grocers in Barfield. ... No, her bakers in 
Bethnal Green and near-by Whitechapel... 
sold piles and piles of assorted bread in differ- 
ent shapes and sizes, every one smelling so 
crunchy and fresh: loaves shiny and crisp with 


poppy seeds on top and some with seeds 
inside too. * *

“JT am sure it will always live in 
our memories among the most signi- 
ficant and gratifying experiences of 
our eight years in London,” said Mr. 
Elath. 

“To be accredited to the Court: of 
St. James’s has, for centuries, been 
regarded as the highest honour for the 
Ambassador of any country. Nor- 
mally it is the coveted reward of long 
and distinguished service.” 

But apart from this general signifi- 
cance, the appointment had, for him, 
a double meaning. He saw himself 
accredited to the country which 
would always have a very special 
place in the history of the Jewish 
people and of Israel: to the country 
whose Government was _ responsible 
for issuing the Balfour Declaration in 
1917, and which thus laid the founda- 
tion of the Jewish National Home 
and of Jewish statehood. 

“It was Britain which, first among 
the Great Powers, recognised the 
historic rights of the Jewish people 
in their ancient homeland.” 

Mr. Elath said that added to this 
was his satisfaction in feeling that 
his appointment to the Court of St. 
James’s would mean living among 
the people who could claim, as could 
few others since the ancient Greeks, 
to have developed the idea and 
practice of human liberty, through 
constitutional, democratic government 
and freely elected institutions. 


English Example 


“Our own endeavours to shape a 
free: and democratic form of govern- 
ment owe much to the _ English 
example,” he said. | 
' To the Prime Minister, Mr. Elath 
said that in all his contacts, official 
and personal, with him he had always 
been very aware both of Mr. Mac- 
millan’s personal kindness and of his 
sincere desire for better understand- 
ing and closer friendship between the 
two countries. 

“T hope that he will not mind my 
saying here that he had a very impor- 
tant personal share in the recent 
developments which have brought our 
two peoples closer together. I could 
easily see, on my recent visit home, 
how warmly those developments are 
welcomed in Israel, and how sincere 
and spontaneous its public apprecia- 
tion of the understanding shown by 
Her Majesty's Government in their 
favourable response to our security 
needs. My Government's desire to 
contribute its share to the fostering 
of closer relations between us rests 
on a firm backing of public support.” 

It was clear, said the Ambassador, 
that Israel stood to gain very much 
from closer co-operation with the 
great British democracy. But it was 
also her firm belief, that small as she 
was, Israel might yet, without 
immodesty, claim to be able to make 
some useful contribution to the 
advance of their common interests in 
the Middle East. 

“JT need hardly say that we are 
prepared and determined to defend 
our mdependence and our integrity by 
all the means at our disposal. But we 
are equally determined to seek peace 
and understanding with our neigh- 


_ bours, leading ultimately to our close 


co-operation with them, for the good 
of an area which has much to give to 
the world, once the present rivalries 
and confusions have given way to just 
and honourable settlements.” 

Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P., President 
of the Board of Deputies, who pre- 
sided, thanked the Prime Minister, 
Mr. Gaitskell, Mr. Grimond, and 
their wives, and Lady Megan Lloyd 


George for their presence at the 


dinner. This was, he said, “a further 
illustration of how the cause of the 
State of Israel transcends our political 
differences and provides us_ tonight 


with an evening symbolised sf unity. 


and good will.” 


“Much in Common” 


Britain and Israel had much in 
common. Both nations were part of 
the family of democracies. Tyranny 
or intolerance, whether political or 
social, were alien’ to both. Both 
steadfastly refused give 
in against most formidable odds. 
Attacked by powerful enemies who 
had boasted and believed they could 
destroy her in a few days or even 
hours, Israel had defended herself to 
victory. She her success to 
succour hundreds of thousands of 
kinsmen escaping from persecution or 
second-class citizenship. 

Mr. Janner referred to the dis- 
tinguished “7 of diplomatic represen- 
tatives at the. dinner and welcomed 
them as a symbol of the friendship 
which the citizens of their countries 
felt towards Israel.

his country members of the Conserva- 
tive Party, but kept out members of 
the Labour Party. 

Mr. Bell replied that Mr. Silver- 
man’s exclusion from Jordan had 
nothing to do with his being a mem- 
ber of the Opposition side of the 
House.

Mr. Diamond said that for 
technical. reasons it had not been 


possible to settle the details of that 
plan, but “interim working arrange- 
ments” for the next academic’ year 
had been suggested in friendly talks 
between the representatives of the 
R.S.G.B. and the Union.

announced by Mr. Louis Horwitz, the 


J.D.C. Country Director for Israel. 


The Malpen programme in Israel 
was the “ Joint’s ” largest single enter- 
prise, he said. In the past year it had

“ Joint’s” total budget. 


In the beginning. Mr. Horowitz 
said, in order to provide care for the 
thousands of aged and sick among the 
newcomers to Israel, it had been 
necessary to build hospitals and insti- 
tutions for them. Today the aged, 
the sick, and the handicapped were 
assisted wherever possible to remain 
with their families. Working with the 
various Israeli Government Ministers 
and the municipalities, the ‘ Joint” 
had helped to finance a_ national 
scheme of grants to the aged, which 
had enabled elderly couples to stay 
with families or to set themselves up 
in small apartments, under “ Joint” 
supervision. That shift, he said, had 
made available the beds vacated in the 
institutions for the infirm aged and 
the most urgent social cases.

He had just returned from 
Washington where. at the Library 
of the United States Congress, 
he examined documents of the 
Einsatzstab Rosenberg, an organisa- 
tion set up by the Nazis in Holland 
to remove Jewish belongings from 


‘homes of deported people. 


The archives of the’ organisation 
were found in Germany after the war 
and taken by the Americans to 
Washington. 

Mr. van der Leeuw said that the 
documents show. that 71,619 Jewish 
homes had been plundered by the 
Nazis during the war, 29,000 of 
them in Holland, 6,000 in Belgium, 
and the remainder in France. 
The value of the furniture alone taken 
from homes in Holland was esti- 
mated at 150,000,000: guilders (about 
£15,000,000) at its present replace- 
ment value. — 

It is expected that an agreement 
with West Germany on payment of 
compensation for the possessions 
removed by the Nazis will soon 
be reached. In 1957 the authorities 


had declared their readiness to pay 


compensation jf it could be conclu- 
sively proved that the properties had 
been taken to what is now the territory 
of the Federal Republic.

Travel Notes 


SOUTH AFRICAN HOLIDAY 


By “GREEN FLAG” 


The news of the Chief Rabbi's 
attack of bronchial asthma is coin- 
cident with the receipt by me of many 
inquiries from  fellow-sufferers for 
places where a cure for, or at least 
some alleviation of, this distressing 
malady can be found. I am not, of 
course, competent to dwell upon the 
medical aspects, but I am constantly 
in touch with shipping compariies and 
airlines who cater for seekers of 
cures for all sorts of ailments.

London chief of Israel's tourist 
information offices), by Mr. F. Israel 
Neeman, the Tourist’s Office Jeru- 
salém representative. Mr. Neeman 
took me in a car to Beersheba (about 
which I have already written in the 
JEwIsH CHRONICLE’S “Holiday in 
Israel”’’ Supplement) and soon my 
curiosity was delightedly satisfied. We 
drove out to the desert and arrived 
at a typical Arab camp. 

“We realise, of course, the over- 
whelming importance of Jewish his- 
torical sites, the kibbutzim, the Tel 
Aviv scene, and the magnetism of all 
that is Jerusalem, the Holy City,” said 
Mr. Neeman. “And we make sure,” he 
continued, “that all our visitors have 
ample opportunity for seeing all these 
things. But sometimes a 
additional and unusual colour is 
needed: so we thought up this 
desert camp scheme. Among our 
many Arab friends and citizens—and 
they are more numerous than the out- 
side world is led to believe—is the 
sheikh who holds sway over this 
encampment. We have come to an 
agreement with him so that visitors 
will be welcomed to his tents.” 

Mr. Neeman introduced me to the 
sheikh and his male followers. I sat 
down on luxurious cushions. Mint 
tea was brought. There were mutual 
salutations and a long conversation 
about what England was like, Mr. 
Neeman being the interpreter. 
Declining an invitation to stay for a 
meal of roast sheep later in the day, 
I took my leave and began an action 
that resulted in Mr. Neeman hastily 
restraining me. 1 was about to 
commit the sin of sins—reaching in 
my pocket for some Israeli pounds as 
a present for the sheikh. “* Never do 
that to an Arab offering you the 
hospitality of his tent, and. likewise 
warn your feaders who might be 
coming here later,” he said, adding 
that I might properly proffer a few 
cigarettes. Which I did, to the smiles 
of the recipients, who offered me, in 
return, a ride on one of their camels. 

This special trip has attracted an 
enormous number of visitors. Indeed, 
I hear that the number of parties has 
had to be rationed. One of those 
from England who enjoyed the 
sheikh’s hospitality recently was Mrs. 
Anne Green, of Brondesbury, N.W., 
who wrote to Mr. A. I. Richtiger, 
director of Isra-Tours, a letter of 
appreciation of his firm’s services.

A MILESTONE 


WEDNESDAY night's sparkling 
affair at Grosvenor House was one 
of those occasions of which the 
Anglo-Jewish community may justly 
feel proud. It was a happy thought 
on the part of the Board of 
Deputies to combine their celebra- 
tion of the tenth anniversary of the 
establishment of the State of Israel 
with recognition of the services 
which Mr. Eliahu Elath, the Israeli 
Ambassador, has rendered to 
Anglo-Israeli relations. During his 
eight years’ tenure of his exalted 
office Mr, Elath has made a deep 
impression not only in the some- 
what rarefied atmosphere of diplo- 
matic and political circles, but also 
in the lower strata of ordinary 
English and Anglo-Jewish life. 


Although, in an official capacity, 


Mr. Elath has been the Ambas- - 


sador of Israel, he has combined 
with this réle that of an unofficial 
representative of Jewry to the non- 
Jewish world. One of the results 
of the establishment of the Jewish 
State has been the posting of envoys. 
of a high order to the capitals of 
the world where they not only 
represent their country in a diplo- 
matic sense and serve as a living 
link between the Yishuv and the 
Diaspora, but are also looked upon 


by the Gentile world as acknow-- 


ledged spokesmen of Jewry. This 
threefold responsibility is not 
always easy to bear, for conflicts 
of loyalty can arise in the demands 
which may be made in these dif- 
ferent spheres. It is to Mr. Elath’s 
great credit that he has fulfilled all 
three functions with ability and a 
marked degree of sensitivity and 


perception. There is not a member 


of the Anglo-Jewish community 
who will not heartily endorse the 


Prime Minister’s gracious tribute to 


the Israeli Ambassador and_ his 
wife, who has been everything that 
an envoy’s consort should be and 
has made for herself a special niche 


in the affections of the Anglo- 


Jewish community. There can be 
no doubt that the improvements 
which have taken place in Anglo- 
Israeli relations, which Mr. Elath 
ascribed to the personal influence 
of the Prime Minister, are also in 
no small measure due to Mr. Elath’s 


patience and skill in diplomacy. 


Anglo-Jewry- owes a debt of grati- 
tude to the Ambassador and his 
wife of which Wednesday’s function 
was a timely recognition. - 


Nothing could more apily sum- 
marise the present state of rela- 
tions between Great Britain and 
than the great speech 
of the Prime Minister, which 
undoubtedly set the seal on what 
is now British policy. A speech 
by the Prime Minister on a 
public occasion is accepted through- 


the policy of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment. Inevitably a comparison 
will be drawn with the speech which 
Sir Anthony Eden made only three 
years ago at Guildhall and that 
other one which he made in the 
same place six months later (when 
we were celebrating the Tercen- 
tenary of the Resettlement of ‘the 


‘Jews in Great Britain) and: no 


mention was made of Britain's 
‘great achievement, just 41. years 
ago, in issuing the Balfour’ Declara- 
tion. Through much heartburning 
and as a-result of much trial and 


error, Great Britain has reached the. 


position where she sees in Israel 
a true bastion of Western values— 
though not of aggressive designs : 
a strongpoint which is: vital in 


the Middle East to counter-balance 
the false propaganda which jis con-’ 


stantly pumped into the area by. the 
Communist S{ates and their satel- 
lites. At last it -has been -recog- 
nised that no confidence can -be 
placed in the power of Arab 
nationalism to’ withstand _ these 
insidious attacks, while Israel can 
be relied upon, with the small 
yesources at her disposal, to stand 
up for those ideals of personal 
freedom and the dignity of the 
human spirit which are the com- 
mon heritage of Judeo-Christian 


_ civilisation. 
_Wednesday’s banquet marks a 
milestone jn Anglo-Jewish history. 


In a felicitous sentence the Prime 


Minister described the Board of. 
. Deputies as “a bridge between the 
loyal and valued Jewish  com- 


Ambassadors to 


munity in this country and_ the 
Jewish State of Israel, with whom 
the United Kingdom has so many 
ties.” Not only will'this encourage- 
ment urge “this old and honour- 
able body,” as Mr. Macmillan 
called it, to fresh constructive 
efforts but it serves as a reminder 
of the eminent place which is occu- 
pied by British Jewry in the annals 
of Zionist endeavour. In 1900 the 
Fourth Zionist Congress was held 
at Queen’s Hall in London. British 
Jewry’s contribution even then was 
of no mean order and it may be 
recalled that the names of three 
men who were prominent in the 
movement at that time were 
destined a few years later to 
become responsible for guiding this 
paper through Jewry’s most critical 
period in modern history. It was at 
the opening of that Congress that 
Theodor Herzl declared: “ England, 


great England, free England, Eng-- 


land commanding all the seas,,. will 
understand our aims. We may be 
certain that from here the Zionist 
idea will take its flight to higher 
and more distant regions.” | 


J.N.F. CONFERENCE 


DuRING the coming week-end the 
Jewish National. Fund for Great 
Britain and Ireland will hold iis 
34th Annual Conference in London. 
This is always a notable occasion 
in the annals of British Zionism 
and its significance is enhanced by 
this year’s celebration of Israel's 
tenth anniversary. An important 
agreement was recently concluded 
in Jerusalem between the J.N.F. 
and the Israeli Government for the 
setting up of a joint land authority. 
The Israeli Government has 
resolved to bring before the 
Knesset a basic law on _ national 


land, safeguarding the J.N.F. prin-— 


ciple that such land can never be 


sold, but only leased to settlers, 


factories, public institutions, ete. 
Land reclamation and afforestation 
of both J.N.F. and Siate lands will 
henceforth be concenirated in the 
hands of a land development 


authority within the framework of 


the J.N.F. - Fund, an 
autonomous body of the World 
Zionist Federation, will continue to 


be active among the Jewish public.

CRYSTAL NIGHT 


In the bitter annals of modern 
Jewish history it is difficult in retro- 
spect to apply superlatives to the 
horrors of any particular incident. 
Sunday, however, marks _ the 


twentieth anniversary of an event 


which, in peacetime at any rate, 
marked the depths of the organised 
degradation to which the Nazis 


had sunk, and, in a world not. yet 


accustomed to mass murder, were 
considered capable of sinking. The 
destruction of the synagogues in 
Germany and Austria was: repre- 
sented as the spontaneous reaction 
of the German people to the 
murder of a Nazi diplomatist in 
Paris. Actually it was part of an 
operation designed to deprive the 


Jews of Germany of what:remained . 
_ to them and to thrust them penni- 


less upon .the rest. of the world, in 
the hope that the difficulties caused 
by the presence of impoverished 


foreigners would fan the flames of 
antisemitism. In this country the 
device boomeranged those 
who used it, for not merely was 
there an upsurge of sympathy for 
the Jews, but public opinion which, 
though uneasy, had been bemused 
by the apologists for the Munich 
Pact, was siirred at the revelation 
of what Hitlerism really meant. We 
may recall, too, the swift reaction 
among the Jews of this country-— 
the redoubling of efforts to raise 
funds for the reseitlement of 
German. Jewry, the bringing over 


. of children, the establishment of 


Bloomsbury House, and even jn 
some cases the suspension of 
private entertaining., Still there 
were those who were concerned 
first to affirm thai it was Germany's 
internal affair. Against them 
Weizmann’s words to Anthony 
Eden ring out as prophecy: “ The 
fire from the synagogues may easily 
spread from there to Westminster 
Abbey and the other great English 
cathedrals. If a government is 
allowed to destroy a whole com- 
munity which had committed no 
crime save that of being a minority 
and having its own religion, if such 
a government, in the heart of 
Europe, is not even rebuked, it 
means the beginning of anarchy 
and the destruction of the basis of 
civilisation. The Powers” which 
stand looking on without taking 
any measures to prevent the crime 


will one day be visited by severe . 


punishment.” The doom. which 
Weizmann foretold came. swiftly. 


Tf the right steps had been taken 


in time, how many lives would 


have been saved!

week the Jewish Historical 


Society of England commenced 
its 66th session. The Society 
continues to maintain a notable 
programme of lectures and other 


activities worthy of its’ distin- 
guished contribution to Anglo- 
Jewish scholarship. Its latest 


volume of Transactions was appro- 
priately dedicated to the memory 
of Albert M. Hyamson, who served 
the Society so devotedly. The out- 
standing event during the last 
session was the memorable Lucien 
Wolf Memorial Lecture given by 
Professor Sir Isaiah.

Evidence of Opposition 


To-the Editor of Ture Jewisn CHRonicle 


Sir,——-Twenty years ago this month 
the German Nazis perpetrated their 
foulest deed before they went to war 
and murdered millions. The details 
of the 1938 pogrom are sufficiently 
known ; they were only recently pre- 
sented in a Wiener Library pubdlica- 
tion (“Pogrom, 1938,” by Lionel 
Kochan, André Deutsch). But there 
is one feature of the story which is 
not always appreciated as it deserves 
to be. Jf ever a blatant discrepancy 
was shown between government and 
people, it was at the time of this 
pogrom. Neither the terror of the 
Gestapo nor the tricks of propaganda 
were powerful enough to stifle the 
indignation that was aroused among 
tne majority of Germans. There is 
conclusive evidence to bear out this 
fact, which is remarkable even if the 
indignant people had neither strength 
nor. determination to assert them- 
selves: they merely reinforced the 
ancient wisdom that all that— is 
required for the triumph of evil is 
that good men do precisely nothing. 

So competent an observer as the 
British Consul-General at Frankfort 
at the time, Mr. R. T. Smallbones. 
wrote home that “if the Government 
of Germany depended on the suffrage 
of the people, those in power and 
responsible for these outrages would 
be swept away by a storm of indigna- 
tion if not put up against a wall and 
shot.” 

There is other evidence, too, but 
none better than that produced by 
the Nazis themselves. who were 
intensely annoyed at their failure to 
win popular support for the crime. 
The S.S. journal “Das Schwarze 
Korps,’ thundered against the 
“scum” of “grousers” who were 
“even worse than the Jews---and 
pretty widely scattered, too: ‘Each 


one of us had an opportunity during

Rawidowicz’s 
book is the first attempt of this 
kind. It required a militant non- 
conformist to unmask the wide- 
spread claptrap phrases of common- 
place propaganda. He seeks the 
truth, even where it is inconvenient 
and deliberately evaded by others. 

It would be completely wrong to 
interpret this criticism as hostility 
to the Jewish State. Rawidowicz 
was a Zionist of long standing and 
all his personality was deeply 
rooted in Jewish nationalism. What 
he feared was that Statehood might 
produce a too-easy-going type of 
Jew, who js not aware of the past 
and especially of the whole long 
chapter of Diaspora history with 
all its achievements. 

The way of life which ts called 
Halacha and constituted the nation 
was independent of the existence of 
a State. Real Judaism was planted 
in the heart, and it is superior to 


all that a Jewish State can accom- 
plish. One of Rawidowicz’s objec- 
tions is to the partition of Palestine. 
This might have been necessary for 
practical poliiical reasdéns, but 
should not, he claims, be acclaimed 
as the fulfilment of Messianism.

To claim that name exclusively for 
a modern secular State which com- 
prises only a small part of the 
Jewish people appears to Rawido- 
wicZ as an unforgivable sin against 
Jewish history.

The more one follows Rawido- 
wicz’s lengthy reasoning. the more 
one feels that in his powerful 
defence of the Diaspora he speaks 
actually on behalf of a world. that 
no longer exists.

“He went to Paris for further 
study, and joined Diaghiley. On his 
return to London he decided to build 
a business of his own, and he soon 
made his mark with his contributions 
to such hits as ‘Chu Chin Chow.’ 

“With the end of the war, starting 
from scratch, he began a theatrical 
agency. His courage, his integrity, 
and his enthusiasm attracted many 
would-be artists, directors, and writers. 
When he died he had a list of clients 
that was the envy of many of his 
competitors. 

“Throughout his career he always 
remembered that he was a Jew. He 
was always in close contact with the 
community, and of the many chari- 
ties he supported the one dearest to 
him was:‘the Norwood Orphanage, for 
whose funds he staged many shows. 

“ Harry Dubens will live long in 
the memory of the many friends who 
were helped by this kind, gentle, 
unassuming man.” | 


HARRY REVEL 


The well-known song-writer Mr. 
Harry Revel (real name, Harry 
Glaser) died in New York on 
Tuesday at the age of 52. | 

Mr. Revel was born in the East 
End of London and when he left 
school at 14 assisted his father in the 
family’s delicatessen business in St. 
Mary Axe. He had a_ natural 
flair for music and spent most of his 
time writing the “popular” type of 
songs, but at first with little success. 

As a member of the Hutchison 
House Club concert party—he was 
the pianist and accompanist—Revel 
helped to organise many concerts for 
Jewish and other charities. He was 
also-one of the first cinema pianists 
in the days of the silent films at an 
Aldgate “ picture-house.” Revel went: 
to the United States in the early 
1930s and there met another Jewish 
song-writer, Mack Gordon, and from 
that moment . the partnership of 
Gordon and Revel went from success 
to success. They wrote such hits as 
“Love in Bloom.” “Did You Ever 
See a Dream Walking?” “ Stay as 
Sweet as You Are,” and many others, 

Mr. Revel never married, and it is 


believed that he remained a British 
subject. 


MR. MARK OSTRER 


Mr. Mark Ostrer, a director of the 
Gaumont-British Picture Corporation. 
and of many other film companies, 
died in London on Wednesday, his 
66th birthday. 

He was one of five brothers— 
members of a family banking firm 
—who acquired the original Gaumont 
company in the early 1920s and 
created the chain of cinemas of that 
name in this country. They sold out 
to the Rank Organisation in 1941, but 
Mr. Ostrer remained a director of the 
company, of which he was for some 
years Chairman and Joint Managing. 
Director. 

Mr. Ostrer was born in London. He 
was a generous contributor to the 
J.P.A., the J.N.F., and Jewish refugee 
and other charities. 

He leaves a widow, two sons, and 
a stepdaughter. 


MR. S. ZIMBALIST 


The Hollywood film producer Mr. 
Sam Zimbalist died in Rome on 
Tuesday, aged 56. He was in the 
middle of producing a £3,000,000 film, 
Ben Hur.” 

Mr. Zimbalist was born on New 
York’s East Side. Among other big 
films he made were “Quo Vadis,” 
“ King Solomon’s Mines,” and. “* Beau 
Brummel.” 


MR. O. PULVERMACHER 


Mr. Oscar. Pulvermacher, the 
journalist remembered by many _ in 
Fleet Street, died in Johannesburg last 
Friday in his 75th year. He played a 
prominent part in the development of 
the Daity Mait for 32 years, rising 
through the editorial department to 
become night editor and for a short 
time acting editor. 

Later Mr. Pulvermacher joined the 
DaiLy TELEGRAPH as_ the chief 
organiser of its home and foreign 
news services, and was_ responsible 
for establishing in Manchester the 
northern edition of the paper. 

After the last war he became 
managing editor of the Daity SKETCH. 
Ten years ago he retired and went to 
live at the home of a married daughter, 
Mrs. Aubrey Joel, in Johannesburg. 


THE LATE MR. S. 
BINDERMAN 


Mrs. D. BAKER, Secretary of the 
Combined South London Lodge No. 
39, United Jewish Friendly Society, 
writes: * Brother Binderman’s generous 
nature and wise counsel will be sadly 
missed by all who knew him. He did 
not know or understand the meaning 
of ‘turning a blind eye, or a deaf 
ear’ to any appeal for aid or advice, 
and was never at a loss for words to 
console. His sense of humour and 
interest in all affairs, communal and 
otherwise, were unfailing.” ot 


REV. M. SHECHTMAN 


In a tribute to the Rev. Moshe 
Yaacov Shechtman, the first minister 
of the Muswell Hill District Syna- 


-gogue, who died recently in London 


in his 85th year, the Rev. S. BRAZIL, 
the synagogue’s present minister, 
writes: “The Rev. Mr. Shechtman 
was active in communal circles from 
the time of his arrival in this country 
from the Ukraine over sixty years 
ago. He first became connected with 
the. Bethnal Green Great Synagogue 


and Talmud Torah, where he served 


for a number of years. | 


“ During the First World War Mr. 
Shechtman was instrumental in the 
founding of the Greenwich and 
District Synagogue and Hebrew 
classes. He moved to Muswell Hill in 
1936, and at once placed his home at 
the disposal of the then tiny congrega- 
tion so that regular Shabbat services 
and Hebrew classes might be carried 


on. He served the synagogue as 
minister until his retirement in 1948 ; 


and it is in no small measure due to 
his early labours and to those of a 
handful of fellow-workers that the 
present congregation owes its flourish- 
ing situation today. 

“Mr. Shechtman was a lover of 
Torah and possessed in *particular a 


. wealth of knowledge of Jewish lore 


and minhag. He was above all a 
teacher, and to the end was closely 


associated with Redmans Road 
Talmud Torah. Many of today’s 
prominent communal figures. are 


former pupils of his.” 


THE REV. M. DUBOFF 


The death occurred in London on 
Monday of the Rev. M. Duboff, for 
15 years until his retirement four 
years ago the chazan of the Edgware 
Adath Yisroel Synagogue. He was 
aged 83. | 

Mr. Duboff was at ‘one time the 
choirmaster of the Brondesbury 
Synagogue and later the chazan of the 
Vine Court Synagogue in the East 
End of London. In 1940 the Edgware 
Adath Yisroel Congregation was 
formed and Mr. Duboff became the 
synagogue’s chazan. 

Rabbi J. HESHEL, of the Edgware 
Adath Yisroel Synagogue, writes: ** In 
the conducting of the services Mr. 
Duboff combined the sweetness of 
the Jewish melodies with the Russian 
nusach ha’tefila which brought 
from Odessa, Russia, where he 
served as choir-boy under Chazan 
Rosumney. He was liked by all who 
were privileged to listen to his 
chazanut in the various synagogues 


where he gave of his best to the 


delight of the congregants.” 
THE LATE MR. J. MENDEL 


Mr. S. KLein writes: “In all the 
communal work which Jack Mendel 
undertook he performed it with a 
zeal and enthusiasm which was rarely 
matched. He was never happier than 
when he was in a company or group 
of friends to discuss communal mat- 
ters, his knowledge of which was 
so sound that he would often forecast 
the result of a particular controversy 
with accurate judgment. 

“ At the United Synagogue Council 
he was best known for his wit and 
humour and for the awkward and 
controversial questions he frequently 
put to the President, and which often 
resulted in. long and sometimes 
tedious debates. The greatest happi- 
ness in his life was when he was 


elected a Life Member of the Council, 


conferred upon him after years of 
distinguished service. 

“At the time of his death Mr. 
Mendel was in the midst of writing 
his reminiscences of the Great Syna- 
gogue over the past 50 years. He 
possessed a wonderful library of 
Jewish books, and his frequent con- 
tributions to the correspondence 
columns of THE Jewish CHRONICLE 
showed the depth of his knowledge 
in Jewish and secular matters. 
be sorely missed by all the members 
of the organisations which he loyally 
served and by a host of friends.”

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Jewish Cookery 
By FLORENCE GREENBERG 
CABBAGES 


Cabbages, which are a rich source 
of vitamin C, can be used in salads 


and soup, as well as in vegetable 
dishes. 


Salads 


CHOOSE a firm, medium-sized cab- 
bage, remove the outside leaves and 
hard stalk, cut into quarters, and 
crisp in very cold water for 10 


minutes; then drain, dry in a cloth,. 


_and cut-across into fine shreds. 
(1) Serve plain with French dress- 


ing or salad cream. If liked, 
sprinkle with caraway seeds. 
(2) Mix with grated apple and 


shredded celery. 
dressing. . 

(3) Mix with an equal quantity of 
grated, raw carrot, thinly sliced celery, 
and finely shredded spinach leaves. 
Moisten with French dressing, garnish 
with beetroot, and serve with a border 
of celery leaves or watercress. 


Cabbage Soup 
(Sweet and Sour) 


A small cabbage; stock, 3. pts. ; 
tomato juice, 4 pt.: cooking apples, 
+ onion; lemon juice ; sugar ; 
salt -and: pepper, 


TRIM the cabbage and shred finely, 
peel and grate the apples and onion. 
Put stock and tomato juice into a 
saucepan and bring to the boil, add 
the cabbage, apple. and onion, cover 
and cook gently for half an hour. 
Season with salt and pepper and 
before serving add sugar and lemon 
juice to taste. 


Note. .A tablespoonful of concen- 
trated tomato purée can replace the 
tomato juice. 


Spiced Cabbage 


TRIM and shred cabbage and cook 
in a small quantity .of boiling water 
till tender, then drain thoroughly. 
While cooking mix together in a small 
Saucepan I} oz. of margarine, a tea- 
spoonful each of sugar and made 
mustard, a pinch of mixed spice, and 
a tablespoonful of vinegar. Stir over 
a gentle heat until the margarine 
has melted. Put the cabbage into a 
serving dish and pour the sauce over. 


Stewed Cabbage 
A. medium-sized cabbage; mar- 
garine, 2 oz.; stock, 4 pt.; 2 or 3 


onions ; salt and pepper. 

PREPARE and shred the cabbage. 
Peel the onions and slice very thinly. 
Melt the margarine in a saucepan, 
add the onions, and fry very gently 
till golden brown. ‘Then add_ the 
cabbage, season with salt and pepper, 
pt. of boiling stock. 
Cover and cook gently till tender— 
15-20 minutes, 


Cabbage With Caraway Seeds 


EITHER sprinkle’ a few caraway 
seeds over the cabbage after putting 
into the saucepan or tie a teaspoonful 
in muslin and add to the boiling 
water. 


Stuffed Cabbage Leaves and Apples 


Cooked meat, 6-8 0z.: cabbage 
leaves ; a large cooking apple: stock, 
4 pt.; 2 tomatoes ; juice of $ lemon ; 
a small onion; tomato purée, I table- 
spoonful ; salt, pepper; savoury sauce. 


MINCE meat, skin chop 
tomatoes, mix together, and season 
with salt, pepper, and savoury sauce, 
Pour boiling water over the cabbage 
leaves, let stand for 5 minutes, then 
drain. Put a little mixture into the 
centre of each and fold over like 
parcels. Place in a casserole with thin 
slices of peeled apple in between and 
sprinkle with finely chopped onion. 
Add lemon juice and tomato purée 
to the stock, bring to the boil, pour 
into the casserole, cover and cook 
in a moderate oven about three 
quarters of an hour.

CHILDREN OF 
The Sabra 


Children of the Kibbutz. By M. E. 
Spiro. Harvard University Press. 
London: Oxford University Press. 80s.

In his. book Kibbutz—Ven- 
ture in Utopia” Professor Spiro 
described the social, economic, and 
political structure of the kibbutz. He 
has now written a companion volume 
which is a study of the efféct of life 
in the kibbutz on the development of 
the personality of the sabra. He and 
his wife spent a year in a kibbutz 
where they participated fully in the 
life of the community. They collected 
data which he has interpreted with 
the aid of modern psychological tech- 
niques and he has now described his 
experiences, explained his techniques, 
and outlined his conclusions. 

He has written a fascinating, frank, 
and comprehensive study of social life 
in a kibbutz which was founded by 
people who had revolted against 
parental control and whose declared 
aim was to develop an ethos which 
would reflect their determination to 
emancipate . children from the 
tyranny of parental control . . . wives 
from dependence on their husbands 
. . . and everyone from subservience 
to religion. | 

Nowadays most psychologists are 
convinced that if infants are not cared 
for by one and the same_ person 
during their formative years of 
infancy, when the basic foundations 
of character are laid, they will 
probably develop mentally. unhealthy 
personalities. Since these sabras were 
Separated from their parents from the 
time they were a few days old and 
were brought up’ what. really 
amounts to small institutions, and 
cared for by several surrogate parents, 
one would have expected to find them 
suffering from those distressing effects 
of deprivation which Dr. Bowlby 
described in his well-known book 
‘Maternal Care and Mental Health.” 


THE KIBBUTZ 


Personality 


Professor Spiro; however, found 
that the similarities between institu- 
tional children and sabras were more 
apparent than real. While the former 
tend to develop “ deficient super-egos 
which are characterised by stealing, 
deceit, evasion, lying, and so on. ... 


mone of these characteristics applies 


to the sabras, who have strong super- 
egos. Evasion, deceit, and lying are 
the antithesis of the sabra__per- 
sonality.” 


He claims that the separation of 
child from parent has not produced 
serious defects in character because 
the kibbutz is child-centred in all its 
activities and every sphere of activity 
is designed to protect children from 
feeling any sense of rejection. No 
child can feel inferior because his 
parent is generally regarded as an 
inferior member of society, since all 
chaverim, regardless of occupation, 
are deemed as social equals. Within 
the school system “there are no 
marks, exams, or passing or failing 
grades in school to induce feelings of 
anxiety.” The author concludes that, 
though his interpersonal relationships 


-are somewhat disturbed, and his self- 


perception contains painful elements, 
the sabra is not an “ institutional 
child.” He is—once the barriers of 
introversion and hostility are pene- 


trated—a warm, sensitive, and, in 
some instances; gracious human 
being. 


All interested in social and child 
psychology should read this fascinat- 
ing and detailed study of the influence 
of environment on the development 
of personality. Those interested in 
the development of Israel should study 
this intimate account of life in the 
kibbutz and ponder whether the sort 
of personality they see emerging 1s 
one of which they can approve, and, 
if it is, whether the principles and 
practices governing the policy and 
administration of kibbutzim of the 
kind described are the most desirable 
ones to achieve the ultimate objective. 


WAR AND PEACE 


The Devil’s Repertoire : or Nuclear 
Bombing and the Life of Man. By 
Victor GOLLANCZ. Gollancz. 10s. 6d.

In a recent article on ““The Next 
Ten Years” Field-Marshal Mont- 
gomery stated that “the risk [of war] 
in Nato Europe is small—so long as 
we maintain our nuclear deterrent and 
make it very clear that we will use it 
to destroy the country of an 
aggressor.” This is probably the view 
of the average person in this country 
as well as most of its politicians. It 
is a proposition that Mr. Gollancz 
rejects, in this short but immensely 
challenging volume, with all the 
eloquence, emotional fervour, and 
capacity to stir- men to the depths 
which we have learnt to expect from 
him. Side by side with this there is 


the appeal to reason through a ruth- 


less analysis and exposure of the whole 
“ deterrent” theory, which attempts to 
meet the ordinary person on his own 
ground. But mainly it is a consum- 
ing passion to do all in his power to 
save mankind from “the final 
iniquity ” of throwing the bomb that 
has led the author to write this book. 
Facit indignatio versum might be its 
motto, for much of it, though prose 
in form, rises to the heights of poetry. 


Spirit and Matter 


This is especially true of the earlier 
part of the book which deals with 
* spirit and matter,” and the relation 
of spirit to ethics. Here we have an 
anthology of great literary passages 
all bearing witness to the “reality” of 
spiritual experience. It is one of Mr. 
Gollanez’s special gifts that he can 
bring the apocalyptic and the mystical 
to bear on the problems of the con- 
temporary world, and in so doing 
reveal their significance in an eternal 
frame of reference. To do this he 
has drawn on many ancient insights 
and forms of inspiration, especially 
the Hebraic, Christian, Buddhist and 
neo-Platonic. But the more ordinary, 
less philosophic type of reader will 
find the latter half of the book more 
to his taste, This deals first, with the 
effects of the nuclear bomb and 
“radiation disease” on the human 
anatomy ; and secondly, attempts to 
meet various “common-sense” argu- 
ments in favour of retaining the bomb 
used by those whom the author 
regards as “devilS advocates.” 
Among them are the familiar conten- 
tions that “vou can’t bring religion 
into politics,” that “it isn’t practical ” 
to disarm, and that it is a “ counsel of 
perfection.” 

At the end of it all, will the hitherto 
uncommitted reader be won over and 
join the movement for unilateral 
nuclear disarmament, as the author 
desires ? Or will he continue to share 


Montgomery's view that we have only 
been spared a war during the last ten 
years through the nuclear deterrent 
and that the same holds true for the 
foreseeable future ? It is hard to sav, 
for most people still look at questions 
of national defence in outmoded terms, 
and are not easily shaken out of con- 
ventional patterns of thought. — If 
there is one blemish in the book it is 
that moral superiority is always 
claimed for those who want to go the 


whole hog in unilaterally destroying — 


the nuclear weapons as against those 
who sincerely believe that peace is 
more likely to be secured by retaining 
them. Both seek the same end by 
different means. Yet it is the measure 
of Mr. Gollancz’s achievement that 
he has put the issue before us once 
more in the form of an inescapable 
moral dilemma ; for, in a more literal 
sense than ever before, man has to 
choose between “life and death, the 
blessing and the curse.” 


EXODUS FROM EGYPT 


The Firstborn, by Christopher Fry 
(Oxford University Press, 9s. 6d.), is 
the third edition of this famous play 
by a contemporary dramatist who 
treats the theme of Moses and the 
Exodus with deep poetic and religious 
inspiration. This new edition incor- 
porates alterations made by the author 
for the New York production (April, 
1958) which, later ip this same year, 
visited Tel Aviv on the occasion of 
the Tenth Anniversary of the found- 
ing of the State of Israel.

PRIMROSE CLUB’S CLOSURE 


Question of Finance 


To the Editor of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE 


wish to comment on the 
letter in last week’s issue of your 
valued journal from Dr. 1. S. Gold, 
Chairman of the Association for 
Jewish Youth, concerning the reasons 
for closure of the Primrose Club. 

It has been my privilege to be asso- 
ciated with the club for over-six years 
as a member of the Management 
Committee. While it « would 
unreasonable to deny that managerial 
difficulties existed, 1 certainly am not 
aware that these were of a greater 
extent than those from which other 
clubs suflered. .1 concur with the 
views expressed by Dr. Gold as 
regards the general problem of volun- 


tary leadership and management, with 


which so many clubs all over the 
country are confronted, but 1] find it 
difficult to accept some other. state- 
ments made by Dr. Gold. 

The only time’ that met repre- 
Sentatives of the Association for 
Jewish Youth at a Management Com- 
mittee was a few years back, when 
Mr. Drage, who, I believe, is or was 
the Chairman of their Religious 
Advisory Committee, and Mr. M. 
Goldstein, the Secretary of the A.LY., 
attended and thought that .the way in 
which we could improve the standard 
of ‘the club was to arrange for a Reli- 
gious Assembly before and after each 
club meeting. The Management Com- 
mittee at that time did not see the 
necd to have that type of guidance 
from the Religious Advisory Commit- 
tee, because we felt content that the 
religious spirit we could convey to 
the members of the club was already 


being done successfully and we did 


not believe that religious assembliés 
were in. keeping with the times. 

Dr. Gold states that steps to ensure 
that members are notified of other 
clubs in the locality had been taken. 
We are certainly not aware of this. 
The club was closed within ten days 


be 


of the final decision, and as far as 
i know no member of the club has 
so far been notified of other facilities. 

It 18 incorrect to state that the main 
reason for closing the club was mana- 
gerial difficulties. At the final meet- 
ing, which took place between the 
Council and the Management Com- 
mittee, Mr. Oscar H. Joseph. Chair- 
man of the Council, explained that 
the primary reason was one of finance. 
Jointly with other members of the 
Council he explained to us on the 
Management Cornmittee the detailed 
expenditure which was accentuated by 
the fact that whereas most of the 
other clubs in the North-West Lon- 
don area met on synagogue premises 
the Primrose Club had to find finance 
for paying the rent and paying for 
ihe upkeep of a very expensive build- 
ing. The sum required was £3,000 per 
annum, and even With the voluntary 
contributions raised by the Council 
and the grant from the London 
County Council this still left a gap 
of £1,500. Much as the Management 
Committee was anxious to see the club 
continue, and gave certain assurances, 
this was not sufficient to bridge the 
gap, and one had to accept Mr. 
Jeseph’s very genuine expressions of 
regret that due to these financial 


problems the club could no longer 


continue. 

It does seem a pity that the Asso- 
ciation for Jewish Youth did not, as 
far as we on the Management Com- 
mittee are aware, take any interest in 
trying to solve the problem, nor .are 
we aware that they joined in this last- 
minute effort to keep the club open. 
One cannot help feeling that behind 


all this may be certain moves in the | 


direction of facilitating the dream of 
a Mammoth club in the North-West 
London area, which, if it came into 
existence, would, we feel, diminish 
that personal guidance which a 
smaller club like the Primrose’ was 
able to give to its members.

Dr. Moore seems to 
be of the opinion that the numerous 
applications for admission -to. the 
J.F.S. Secondary School are a proof 
of the demand for a Jewish school 
of the grammar-school type. 

1, for one, firmly believe that his 
assertions are wrong. The reason for 
the J.F.S. school “rush” is, simply, 
that tt 1s a Secondary Modern School. 
The school consists of pupils who 


have not passed their 11-plus examina- 


tion and have had no alternative but 
to go to a secondary modern school. 


So, taking advantage of the fact that 


many Jewish parents are desirous of 
giving their children a good Jewish 
education, the opening of the J.F.S. 
has been a success. 

Would the same be applicable to 
a grammar-school? 1 feel the answer 
is an obvious “No.” At present the 
result of the Il-plus determines 
whether a pupil is to be granted a 
grammar-school education or not, 
and, in future, whatever contrivance 
this will be replaced by, the pupil 
will have to satisfy the Council ‘that 
he is suitable for a grammar-school 
education, 

Bearing this in mind, one realises 
that a pupil successful in the examina- 
tion will be particular in choosing a 
good school. There is no doubt 
whatsoever in my mind that the well- 
established county council grammar- 
schools with generations of tradition 
are more appealing than the relatively 
new Jewish schools. Proof of this is 
readily available. For example, there 
is a well-known school in the district 
that Dr. Moore and I live in, which 


consists of almost 50 per cent Jewish 


boys and girls, and they supplement 
their Jewish secular education by 
going to Hebrew classes. —Further- 
more, as far as | am informed, the 
two existing Jewish grammar-schools, 
which are doing an excellent job, are 
quite able to cope with the number 
of applications they are receiving. 

I wish to point out to Dr. Moore 
that, in spite of his 25 years’ experi- 
ence, he has overlooked the fact that 
Modern Hebrew at “A” level does 
not exist and religious knowledge at

SURVIVOR OF FIRST 
ZIONIST CONGRESS 


To the Editor of Tue JewtsH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—The editorial note in your 
last week’s issue describes the late 


Professor Joseph Klausner as “the 
Jast thread of the cord which bound 


the living Jewish world with the great 
Congress which, at the call of 
Theodor Herzl, assembled at Basle in 
1897.” In the obituary notice in the 
same issue, the following extract was 
published from Klausner’s article, 


printed a few years ago, that of the 


204 delegates he was the 
left alive. 


There is an official “list of those 
present at the First Zionist Congress ” 
with 196 delegates and three guests, 
although we know. that the number 
of the delegates, announced during 
the Congress, was 204, but a few-—— 
for certain. reasons—refused to be 
named in the official printed list. Then 
there is also an official picture, with 
photos of only 162 delegates of the 
First Congress. In both of these, in 
the list and in the picture, the name 
of Miss Marie Sokolow appears. 

Actually, the invitations to the First 
Congress were addressed to the 
“men,” but, nevertheless, women, 
altogether 15, also went to Basle. 
Some were delegates and some accom- 
panied their relatives, they 
formed a united group under the 
leadership of Marie Reinus, who 
exercised her right as a delegate and 
successfully fought for political 
equality for Zionist women. 

Mrs. Marte Sokolow-Heyman, now 
in Italy, is, there‘ore, as far as can 
be established, “the last thread of the 
cord which bound the living Jewish 
world with the great Congress.” Mrs, 
Marie Sokolow-Heyman, the daughter 
of Nahum Sokolow. modest and 
unassuming, deserves the honour of 
being mentioned as the last survivor 
of the First Zionist Congress at Basle 
in 1897.

Tens of thousands have 
rested there their weary bones, and 
been given good food, shelter, and 
financial assistance until helped by 
their relatives and friends in. this 
country or until alternative accommo- 
dation or occupation was found for 
them, 
There must be a very large num- 
ber of persons in this country who 


themselves, or whose parents and 


grandparents, have enjoyed the most 
welcome hospitality of the Shelter and 
who are now financially well off. 

Is it really too much to ask them 
to show belated gratitude. to their 
erstwhile benefactors thereby 
enable the Shelter to clear its heavy 
overdraft at the bank and to continue 
its -humanitarian task of helping 
others in need 

Perhaps this gentle reminder will 
suffice and bring forth sufficient sums 
of money to put the Shelter on its 
feet, otherwise less pleasant means 
Should be found to influence these 
people to do their obvious duty:

The Four Mothers

HE Sidrot which we are now 
reading week by week contain 

some of the grandest stories in 
the world, depicting the four great 
Jewish women whom we are proud to 
call “Our Mothers.” This week's 
section of the Torah tells the story 
of the death of Sarah, the first 
mother in Israel. She was Abraham's 
dear wife and partner in his many 
years of wandering. 

How precious she was to him is 
revealed to us in the short episode 
of Abraham's search for a suitable 
burial place for his beloved. Short 
as the account is, it gives uS a won- 
derful impression of the great respect 
in which Abraham was held by his 
neighbours. 

The burial of Sarah then took place 
amid the sympathy of all. The King 

of the Philistines, in whose land they 

_ lived, as well as all the great ones of 
the country, followed the funeral 
procession until they came to Sarah’s 
last resting-place. | 

The death of Sarah dealt Abraham 
a sad blow from which he did not 
recover. Now as a lonely man he 
looked to Isaac his son to carry on 
the tradition. He wanted him to 
marry and have a family who would 
worship God. But as you know they 
lived among the Philistines, and it 
was necessary that Isaac’s wife should 


not be an idol worshipper. Abraham . 


asked his trusty friend and servant, 
Eliezer, to return to the home of 
their fathers and find a suitable. wife 
for Isaac. Eliezer was given detailed 
instructions. 


Anxiety for Animals 


You all have heard the thrilling 
story of the meeung of Eliezer and 
Rebekah at the well. He found a 
maiden who was not only concerned 
for the welfare of the stranger but 
who also showed tenderness and 
anxiety for the animals. Eliezer saw 
that such’a maiden would be a true 
successor to Sarah, she would care 
for the wayfarer and the. stranger, 
and continue the good works that 
were a recognised part of Abraham’s 
household. 

So Rebekah left her home and 
travelled back with Eliezer to greet 
her husband-to-be. She proved her- 
self a worthy wife and mother and 
carried on all the good that Sarah 
had begun. Tradition tells us that 
everything in the house was as it 
had been during the lifetime of Sarah. 
The rabbis say that it was Rebekah 
who reinstituted the Sabbath lights 
and atmosphere that had fallen away 
onthe death of Sarah. Rebekah 
became the real mother of the house- 
hold, the doors of the tent were once

only religious wisdom is the basis for 
a lasting structure of life, the seven 
pillars are shown as Scrolls of the 
Law.

Youth Aliyah’s Task

of Youth Aliyah, described the

LIBEL IN JEWISH AND 
ENGLISH LAW

Mr. E. Marmorstein gave a lecture 
on “Libel in Jewish and English 
Law” at the inaugural meeting of 
the Hackney Jewish Cultural Group, 
at the Hackney Synagogue Hall, E.9, 
last Sunday. The President of the 
Group, the Rev. Dr. B. Joseph, was 
in the chair. 

The rabbis, Mr. Marmorstein said, 
regarded idolatry, immorality, and 
blood-shedding as the three cardinal 
sins, and it was laid down ‘that one 
should forfeit one’s life rather than 
commit any of them. Later, slander 
was also regarded as a cardinal sin. 

Mr. Marmorstein stressed that 
Jewish law did not draw a distinc- 
tion, as English law did, between 
libel and slander, and that Jewish law 
regarded it as equally injurious to 
slander a person by word of mouth 
as to slander him by something stated 
in writing.

BLINTZES HELP

An analysis of five New York 
city election districts where the 
- majority of residents are Jews, 
shows that Mr. Rockefeller 
received 34 per cent of the vote 
against the usual 25 per cent 
Republican yote. 

Mr. Rockefeller made a con- 
siderable impression on these 
voters during the election cam- 
paign. He chatted amiably to 
many of them in the streets and 
ate cheese blintzes with them.

The United States has definite 
information that the United Arab 
Republic may shortly be getting new 
quantities of arms and equipment from 
the Soviet Union, including rockets, 
it was stated here recently by an 
official of the State Department. 

The official said that the U.S.A. 
estimated that in the past ‘two years 
Egypt “and Syria had received arms 
rom the Soviet bloc, mostly Russia 
and Czechoslovakia, to the value of 
about $350,000,000.

UNITED Nations, NEw York 
_ The General Assembly’s Special 
Political Committee on Monday 


decided by 49 votes to nine—the 


Soviet bloc--with 13 abstentions, to 
recommend the continuance of the 
United Nations Emergency Force in 
the Gaza Strip. | 

The committee adopted a_seven- 


power draft resolution which 
requested the Administrative and 
Budgetary Committee to “recom- 


mend such action as may be necessary 
to finance the continuing operation of 
the force.” 

Major-General E. L. M. Burns, the 
Commander of the force, said 
incidents in the area continued to be 
at a “very low level,” and both Arab

NASSER’S DESIGNS ON JORDAN 


By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


Informed observers are beginning 
to take the view that there has been a 
significant change in the tempo of 
Colonel Nasser’s policy. Whereas a 
week or so ago the impression pre- 
vailed that Colonel Nasser would take 
his time over settling affairs in Jordan 
in his favour, this impression has 
now changed. 

United Arab Republic and Soviet 
attacks on Israel, coupled with wild 
allegations about Israel mobilising, are 
taken to indicate that Colonel Nasser 
is in a hurry once more. The main 
reason for this change appears to be 
events in lraq, of which the Cairo 
Government certainly had  fore- 
knowledge. | 

Cairo sources, observers in London 
point out, professed surprise about 
the arrest of Colonel Aref. But 


they said, too, that they knew the 
Colonel was going back to Baghdad. 
It is believed, therefore, that the 
action Brigadier Kassem has taken 
against Colonel Nasser’s chief sup- 
porter in Iraq, Colonel Aref, will 
force the Egyptian leader to bring 
about an almost immediate change of 
Government in Jordan. Only such a 
change could bring Egyptian forces 
other than the MiGs on Habimah 
airfield to the Iraqi border. Colonel 
Nasser’s political forces in Iraq need 
visible support, and this can be given 
only from neighbouring Jordan. 
That is why it is thought that 
Colonel Nasser now appears to be 
willing to risk. whatever defensive 
action Israel might take in order to 
avoid political defeat in Irag. Kin
